DELAY IS DANGEROUS 


Calgary will be allowed to use $180,000 of 
the Dominion Joan to meet a shortage at the 
bank. 

The precedent may be more important than 
the event. If $180,000, why not twice or three 
times that amount? And if Calgary, why not 
Edmonton or any other city that needs cheaper 
money than it can get at the bank? 

What it amounts to is that the Dominion is 
re-financing Calgary's borrowings to the extent 
of $180,000—which is what should have been 
done on a large scale for that and every other 
city needing help, years ago. 

Absence of Premier Bennett in Europe may 
account for the Dominion Government thus 
doing on a small scale for Calgary what it re- 
fused to do for Edmonton on a larger scale a 
year ago, when a request was made for a loan 
of $1,000,000 at low rates. Other cities wanting 
assistance to cut their interest bills should get 
in their applications before our hard-boiled

MARKETS FOR FEED 

With cattle starving on the dead pastures 
in the western central states, thousands of them 
being slaughtered to put them out of misery, 
and Canadian Governments talking about start- 
ing a wholesale killing in the dried-out areas 
of the prairie provinces, roughage of al! kinds 
and feed grain should be worth money this fall 
and winter. Which is to say, it should be worth 
the farmer's while, in districts where feed is 
plentiful, to see none of it goes to waste that can 
be taken care of. 

The weather conditions which blighted the 
hope of central and northern Alberta of pro- 
ducing a heavy crop of high quglity grain have 
by way of compensation converted great areas 
of oats and wheat crops into excellent feed. 
Notice is given thgt the Government of Alberta 
will buy several thousand tons of green sheaves 
in this district, to be supplied to farmers in the 
southern areas. The inference rather is that 
the proposed killing campaign is being aban- 
doned, and that the feed available in the north 
will be used to carry the cattle in the dry areas 
through the winter. 

That is what should be done, and the Rail- 
way Commission in turn should co-operate to 
set practicable railway rates on feed shipped 
to points in the United States. Along these 
lines, and these alone, lies the chance to re- 
trieve in considerable measure the position in 
which thousands of central and northern 
Alberta farmers have been placed by weather 
damage to their grain crops. 

Fortunately, the indications n are that 
these meesures of conservation will be taken, 
and that the farmer who gathers in all the feed 
he can in the fall weeks will get wages for his 
labor. 


PENALIZING THE CITIES 

The lump sum which the Dominion and Pro- 
vincial Governments have decided to give Ed- 
monton to help meet the costs of relief is $47,500 
per month. Calgary will get $61,500 per month, 
having more unemployed to provide for. 

Relief costs to Edmonton are running 
$1,000,000 per year. Twelve times $47,500 is 
$570,000, the amount the Governments wil]! con- 
tribute per year; leaving $430,000 as the sum 
the city must provide—uniless families are 
struck off relief or allowances are cut down 
Under the former three-way agreement the 
city’s shere would be $330,000,000 per year. The 
new economy urge of the Governments is cost- 
ing the city $97,000 per year, or $8,000 per 
month, 

City taxpayers will recall] the parable of the 
boys and the frogs. The frogs protested be- 
cause the boys threw stones at them: “What is 
sport for you is death to us.” The city taxpayers 
are slated to figure in the role of the frogs. 
What is “economy” to the two Governments is 
heavier taxation to them 

The new ruling is neither honest in prineiple 


about 


nor fair in practice. Neither the city nor its 
taxpayers brought on the depression which 
threw thousands of residents out of work 


Insgne trade and money policies imposed by 
the Dominion Government were prime factors 
in creating the situation, and the Provincial 
Government has refused to do anything to ease 
it by bringing about a reduction in bond-interest 
rates. 

Now these twin authors of municipal distreas 


blandly announce the city must pay 43 per 
cent of the resultant relief costs, instead of the 
33 1-3 per cent it has been paying. The 


city’s share of relief costs are boosted 29 per 
cent by this neat bit of side-stepping, assuming 
that no more families will have to go on relief 
If that happens, the city must pay 100 per cent 
of the increase in relief costs

“QUIT, AND QUIT NOW” 

When Liberals win four out of five bye-elece 
tions in fairly representative constituencies in 
the province of Ontario, making two clear gains, 
nobody needs to be told it is time the Bennett 
Government should resign or call a general 
election. Monday's voting means simply that 
there is no provinee in Canada where the Gov: 
ernment can count on holding a majority of 
seats; that probably it could elect no more than 
a corporal’s guard of supporters the country 
over. 

Kenora and West Elgin, Liberal in 1930, 
stayed in the same column. North York, Con- 
servative since 1925, went Liberal. Frontenac- 
Addington, Conservative in 1930 by a majority 
of 3371, went Liberal by about the same 
majority. ~ : 

East Toronto is the only remaining Govern- 
ment seat out of three it won four years ago. 
There the redoubtable “Tommy” Church, once 
member of parliament and mayor of the city 
at the same time, held the fort, but by a major- 
ity less than half that polled by Hon. E. B. 
Ryckman in 1930. East Toronto never in its 
history was guilty of electing a Grit, and only 
once an Independent. Evidently East Toronto 
voters were only moderately impressed by the 
spectacular “mass buying” probe that was sup- 
posed to be a rainbow of promise to industrial 
workers, mumbered in thousands among its 
residents 

By itself, this debacle at the polls would 
leave the Government without a tenable pre- 
tence to public confidence. Following the loss 
of four bye-elections out of four a year ago, 
the significance is beyond question, argument 
or alibi. The present Government has no more 
right to continue to hold office than it would 
have to tear up the constitution of Canada.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


They are helping the war god on both sides 
of the Pacific. American patriots in Arizona, 
angered at the invasion of Japanese farmers 
into the irrigated district of the fertile Salt 
River Valley, have formed night rider bands 
and commenced throwing bombs on the little 
homes of the Japanese. The 
Japanese farmers have ap- 
pealed to their consular offi- 
cials for protection. 

There's no nation in the 
world, not even the Chinese, 
who feel more mortified at 
insult than the Japanese, 
Perhaps, like the intensive 
worship of the warrior in 
Germany today, it is a form 
of inferiority complex. States- 
men are very careful in their 
dealings with the Japanese not to do or say 
anything that may make Japan “lose face.” 
But Arizona farmers know only the economic 
menace in their midst and care little for what 
the people of Japan will feel when the news 
appears in the Japanese press that Japanese in 
United States have been bombed in their homes 
and ordered to leave. Don’t be surprised if you 
read in a few days of some reprisals in Japan. 
No wonder that statesmen feel nervous. It takes 
so little to start a war when both sides are pre- 
pared and nerves are on edge.

Japan is importing war material across the 
Pacific. Fires that started on vessels leaving 
United States for Japan a couple of weeks ago 
were blamed on Cuban strikers. But the vessels 
were all carrying material for munitions. Resi- 
dents in the Japanese cities are rehearsing what 
to do in the event of being raided and bombed 
from the air. Japan is pressing for a navy the 
equal in tonnage and strength of United States 
or Britain. 

Now comes news, that the U.S. battle fleets 
are to mobilize for manoeuvres in the North 
Pacific. Twenty-two trainloads of gold have 
been moved at a cost of 22 times $68,000 from 
the U.S. mint at San Francisco to the mint at 
Denver. The reason given is that the mint 
building at San Francisco is out of date. You'd 
have thought that the San Francisco mint could 
have been modernized for less than the $1,496,- 
000 it cost for special trains to move the gold. 
It would have given employment to labor and 
left Uncle Sam with a mint convenientiy 
situated to receive the gold from the mines of 
California and Alaska. 


Jack Morrow, who spent 16 years on the 
Pacific coast as soldier, newspaper editor and 
student of international problems, and who was 
attached to the Intelligence department of the 
Canadian Army in Siberia during the days of 
the inter-allied occupation, has a very interest- 
ing article in September “Esquire” which sug- 
gests that Japan sixteen years ago held a dress 
rehearsal for a war to be waged in Siberia. He 
captions it “Japan Plays At War.” 

Morrow had been amazed at the numbers 
and grip of the Japanese in Siberia and quotes 
a conversation he had at Vladivostok in 1919 
with a British officer. This officer had been a 
military attache at the British embassies at 
St. Petersburgh, at Peking and at Tokyo. He 
had been a language officer in Japan before 
that, and specialized in the Japanese, Chinese 
and Russian languages. And this is what he 
told Morrow: 

“The Japanese never forget. They 

always pay in kind. They are never in a 

hurry, firmly believing that tomorrow may 


offer a better opportunity. Time... means 
nothing to them. They can overlook small 
things, but one thing, as a nation or as 


individuals they never forget ‘loss of face.’ 

“Japan's war lords—and they are the 
real rulers of the nation—feel that Japan 
lost face in the peace treaty at the conclu- 
sion of the Sino-Japanese war and again 
in the peace treaty ending the Russo- 
Japanese war. The British reprimand at 
the time_of the imposition of the Twenty- 
One Demands on China is another case in 
point. The California school question in 
United States and the sending of the Ameri- 
can Fleet into Pacific waters by President 
Theodore Roosevelt were others. That ‘loss 
of face’ must be paid back in kind. I be- 
ieve the Pacific will be the next theatre of 
...» You are blamed for the humiliat- 


wer 
ing Treaty of Portsmouth, in which all 
Japanese believe that their country, in the 


moment of its greatest triumph, lost face.” 


Morrow expressed surprise that United 
States should have earned the enmity of Japan 
and asked his British mentor if he thought 
United States was next in line for a taste of 
Nipponese vengeance. This was the answer he 
got: 

“You are in line, but I do not think you 
are next. Japan showed her hand in 1915 
with the Twenty-One Demands on China. 

It is common knowledge that Japan has 

never forgotten the Sino-Japanese peace 

treaty: it is equally common knowledge that 
neither Japan nor Russia was satisfied with 
the termination of the war in Manchuria in 

1904. Old Russia is well out of it, but no 

one can tell what the new Russia will do. 
Japan has learned much from the war we 
are fighting now. The submarines vould 
starve her island empire into subjection. 
You can draw your own conclusion as to 
Japanese activities in Siberia and Man- 
churia. Al! this anti-American propagenda 
is a blind to distract our attention from the 
actual operations of the Japanese army in 

Manchuria and Siberia,” 

Morrow bows profoundly to the intelligence 
of this British officer who called the turn fully 
sixteen years ago. Japan has carried the sword 
into China in the meantime and has set up the 
puppet. kingdom of Manchukuo. Is she now 
getting ready for the next nation on the list of 
those before whom she felt she had “lost face’? 

One can't see shiploads of munitions and 
materials for munitions leaving for Japan 
almost daily, see American and British cruisers 
navigating the “inner passage” from Puget 
Sound to Alaska, see fleets of war planes flying 
up and down the Alaskan coast, watch the re- 
mova! ef the Treasury bullion from San Fran-

Mental Inhibitions And

In this age when psychoanalysis, psychology 
and behaviorism are almost household words, 
many people have had their attention called 
to the fact that the conscious thinking occupies 
only a very small part of our mental pro- 
cesses. Most of our decisions, our likes and 
dislikes, and even our beliefs, 
are not the result of con- 
scious reasoning, but the re- 
sult of subconscious processes 

and impressions. 
Even though one’s intel- 
lect may be well developed, 
it is rare that one acts from 


world of their own imagination. There are 
some people who find it difficult to accept 
authority of any kind, either of their parents, 
or of the Jaw, or of social conventions, and when 
the authority becomes severe these people may 
actually openly rebel against it, of they may 
be crushed by the authority and become 
pessimistic and morose. 

People sometimes find themselves divided 
| between conflicting emotions, as when desire 
to accomplish a duty comes in conflict with 
| satisfactory action. 

It frequently happens that when two emo- 
tions come in contact and conflict with each 
other, one of them is repressed and hidden in 
the subconscious mind. One may only feel the 
| love or hatred and be unaware of the repressed 
or opposite emotion, ideas, feelings and wishes. 
| From this we obtain the clue of a person often 
| saying one thing while actually doing the exact 
opposite. Because of this repression, there may 
be an exaggerated development in the opposite 
direction of the repression. For example, a 
| cynical person may be a sentimentalist at heart; 
| or a person while repressing a feeling of in- 
| feriority may develop conceit and aggressive- 
| ness; or, a person, by repressing his sensuality, 
| may actually become prudish and censoring of 
other’s actions. One should endeavor to guard 
oneself against this ovér-accentuation of the 
emotions. Whenever one feels an unduly strong 
like or dislike, one should endeavor to discover 
whether or not this is simply an effort to com- 
pensate for something repressed within them- 
selves. Frequently, people blame others most 
weaknesses which they, themselves, fecl. 
Gossipy people almost always condemn in others 


for 


what they, themselves, would Iike to do but 
fear to try.
